Upon review of the this Application it has been determined that the claims are still open to adding sodium silicate or caustic as an 
additional ingredient, e.g before or after the addition or peroxide and MgOH. Therefore the claims would still have been obvious over the 
art of record. The claim needs to be amended in the Isat paragraph to "bleaching the mixture consisting essentially of mechanical pulp, 
hydrogen peroxide and magnesium hydroxide for a time...". This would exclude the caustic and sodium silicate as discussed on page 11 
of the specification and place the case in condition for allowance. 
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
